Warner County 

We are not much accustomed as yet here in Al¬ 
berta to talk about our counties. We have only five, 
and we haven’t had those very long. 

The newest county in the Province is Warner. It 
joins Vulcan, second of the counties formed, as one 
of those in the southern sector. Warner extends from 
about the Stirling line through to the Montana border 
where it lies cheek by jowl to Toole county in our 
neighbor state. So, in a way, Warner has a neighbor 
of its own closer than any of its Alberta neighbors. 

There has been some resistance to the introduc¬ 
tion of counties in Alberta in the three years or so 
during which the first counties have been established. 
We think, however, in these days of rapid transit, the 
vanning of school children, and better rural roads gen¬ 
erally, the municipal district has become too small a 
rural municipal governmental unit. It doesn’t fit the 
new conception of Alberta which has come with ex¬ 
panding population and industry. The larger unit. of 
rural government should fit into the scheme of things, 
and should bring about generally better conditions in 
the farming communities .Better engineering, better 
administration, better schools and hospitalization 
along with a betterment of the amenities of rural liv¬ 
ing should be the aim of the county councils. We 
think it will be. Counties will, we believe, fit into the 
burgeoning Alberta picture in every respect, and we 
congratulate the people of Warner County on their 
progressiveness. —Lethbridge Herald.
